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COUNTIES SHARE IN INTERIM NATIONAL FOREST RECEIPTS 


PORTLAND, OR--About $115 million dollars will be shared by 31 counties in Oregon and 27 counties 
in Washington as their portion of this year’s interim payments from National Forest lands, according to 
Regional Forester John Lowe of the Pacific Northwest Region of the USDA Forest Service. This is a little 
over half of the $227 million paid to 41 States and Puerto Rico. 

“Oregon received the largest interim payment -- about 91 million dollars," says Lowe. "Washington 
had the third-largest payment -- about 24 million." 

“We estimate that these States will receive about $121 million and $32 million, respectively, by the 
end of the year," he adds. ; 

By law, the Forest Service pays 25 percent of the revenues it collects from timber sales, grazing, 
recreation, minerals and land uses to States in which national forests are located. The funds are used for 
schools and roads. This year, however, some of that money comes from what has become known as ‘the 
owl guarantee’. 

‘The ‘owl guarantee’ is a special provision of a law that gives the counties a chance to adjust to 
downward changes in forest revenues," says Lowe, who adds that the interim payment represents about 
75 percent of total amount due to the counties for fiscal year 1994, which ended September 30. Final 
payments will be made in December, he notes. 

The payments were computed under a provision of the Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 
1993, which is designed to mitigate economic effects associated with the listing of the northern spotted 
owl. For fiscal year 1994, it allows the Forest Service to pay counties affected by reductions in forest 
revenues at a rate equal to 85 percent of a five-year (1986-1990) average, he says. 

The payments do not reflect revenues from the national grasslands, which will be paid in spring.
